Laws Violative of Constitution. 

In the constitution of the state of Migsis- 
sippi, in the eighteenth section of the third 

 @fticle, there is this declaration: 

“There shall be neither slavery nor in- 
voluntary servitude in thig state, otherwise 
than in punishment of crimes whereof the 
party shall have been duly convicted.“ 

In the thirtieth section of the same article 
there is the following declaration: There 
shall be no imprisonment for debt.” 

There could not be any legal peonage if the 
provisions of the Mississippi constitution 
were enforced properly. There is an open 
violation of this constitution and of the con- 
stitution of the United States in the existing 
laws. 

They do not call it imprisonment for debt 
in Mississippi, but at the same time there is a 
Specific provision for an alleged violation of

A man may be convicted of mere violation 
ef contract, and for that violation he may 
be sent to the chain gang.

BULLETS IN CROWD 
TERRIFY AND KILL 


Drunken Man with Revolver 
Ends Life of Special Police- 
man, Shoots Bystander 
and Himself. 


PANIC AT “L” STATION. 


Shot Grazes Head of Girl Ascend- 
ing Stairs to Calumet Dance 
Hall and She Becomes 

Hysterical. 


. 

A score of terror stricken young people 
going to @ dance looked on helplessly last 
night when an intoxicated man, in drunken 
frenzy, killed a special policeman against 
whom he had a grudge, shot a stranger, drove 
a young woman into hysterics by sending a 
bullet close to her head and then shot himself 
with probable fatal results. 

The tragedy occurred at 9:25 last night at 
the Jackson Park station of the South Side 
elevated road, Stony Island avenue and Six- 
ty-third etreét. There is a question in the 
minds of the police whether the murderer Was 
as intoxicated as he assumed to be. It 10 
recalled thet several days ago when he was 
ejected Gown those same stairs he threatened 
to come back loaded and get oven. 


The Casualties. 

HEFFERNAN, EDWARD C., 42 yoars old, mar- 
ried, 6621 Rhodes avenue, special policeman 
employed by L road; shot below heart; died 
when on way te hospital. 

MARLIN, J. LAWRENOE, 83 years old, photog- 
rapher, employed by Bremide company, 318 
Fifty-seventh street, and living at 8461 Jef- 
ferson avenue; accigentally shot in shoulder 
by Starr when latter was trying to shoot an- 
other officer; taken to St. Bernardé’s hospital; 
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will recover, 

STARR, DONALD, i years old, 6483 Monroe ave- 
enue, who fired the shots; abet himself in ab- 
domen after he had shot Heffernan and Marlin; 
taken to St, Bernard’s hospital; will probably 
die, 


Starr Arrives on Train “Loaded.” 

Starr had just alighted from a train which 
carried him from downtown. He was stag- 
gering about the platform and women pas- 
sengers were alarmed. Heffernan, special 
pollceman and guard, noted his apparently 
helpless condition and took him by the arm 
to lead him downstairs. The platform here 
is high and the stairs are. broken by two 
landings. In the same bullding as the sta- 
tion is the Calumet dance hall, here a dance 
was in progress. 

Heffernan got along nicely with his men 
until the first landing from the top Was 
reached. Here Starr suddenly jerked im- 
self loose, and before Heffernan could discern | 
his object had drawn his revolver and fired | 

blank. Hetternan Was wnermed, but 
nevertheless tried do defend himself. He fell . 
prostrate on the floor. 

The shot attracted City Policeman William 
Cleary from the street, who started up the 
stairs, and Station Agent John E. Kinney, 
from above, after sounding 4 police alarm, 
grabbed his revolver and started down. 
Starr seemed to recover himself suddenly, 
and pointing his revolver at Cleary, fired 
twice. 

Man Shot; Girl’s Head Grazed. 

Marlin was going up the stairs with Miss 
Edith Rietsel, 273 Fifty-fifth street, to at- 
tend the dance at the hall. These young 
people were between the murderer and the 
approaching policeman. One bullet took 
effect in Marlin’s right shoulder and the 
other just grazed the young woman’s head. 
These two shots were intended for Cleary. 
Starr then became terror stricken at the 
policeman’s approach. Cleary had hie re- 
volver drawn. Starr wheeled around as if 
he intended to run upstairs, but only turned 
to face Kinney's revolver. Then, realizing 
that he was cornered, he placed the revolver 
against the pit of his stomach and fired. 

Heffernan died in the ambulance on his way 
to St. Bernard's hospital. This is the second 
death in the Heffernan family within two 
months. Six weeks ago one of his sons, 9 
years old, was struck and fatally hurt by a 
Cottage Grove avenue car near Sixty-third 
street, dying the day after the accident. 

At 1 o'clock this morning Starr was re- 
ported as dying. The attendants at the hos- 
pital do not consider Marlin's injuries seri- 
ous, but they are alarmed over the condition 
of the young woman, who was hysterical. 


Starr Long a Source of Trouble. 

Starr has been a source of trouble to the 
employés of that station for a long time. He 
went on sprees frequentiy and was quarrel- 
some when under the influence of liquor. Five 
months ago he was sent to visit at Otey, Cal., 
it is said, in an effort to break his drinking 
habit, but he came back three weeks ago as 
bad as ever. His home is with his mother, 
wife of George Schroeder, traveling sales- 
man for Marshall Field & Co. It was follow- 
ing his mother’s marriage some time ago that 
Schroeder went to the home of his grand- 
father, which is at Otay, Cal. 

On the first night of his return he celebrat- 
ed in his customary fashion and Heffernan 
at the time remarked to Cleary: 

„Well, I see he is back again.“ 

Somebody evidently carried the remark to 
Starr and five days ago when Heffernan was 
ejected he made threats to get even and 
referred to the remark. Little attention was 
paid to him. Heffernan and Cleary believing- 
that he would — about it when he sobered 
up. 

Besides his full loaded revolver there were 
found in Starr’s pockets extra 42 cartridges. 
There were other indications that Starr was 
fully prepared for exactly what did occur. 


Widew and Right Children Left. 

Heffernan had been with the elevated rall- 
road niné years, the last six of them as po- 
liceman at the terminus at Jackson park. 
He left a widow and eight children, the 
youngest but two years old. Mrs. Heffer- 
nan, who had been told of the shooting after 
her husband was on the way to the hospital, 
went there, only to learn he had died. She 
became hysterical and had to be taken to 
her home. 

“I Could have killed the fellow right where 
he was; I had a dead bead on him, said 
Cleary sometime after the shooting. There 
was no way for me to have prevented the 
two shots that went wild—one of which 
caught Marlin and the other of which went 
close to the girl—both were intended for me. 
I could see Kinney approach from above, 
and when I saw Starr turn around I knew | 
he realized what he was up against. Had 


I shot then I would only have done to him | 


NEWSBO}S RIOT; REAL THING 


Big Gang Raids the Pay as You 
Enter Cars to Sell Papers. 


Great Crowd in Wabash Avenue Wit- 
nesses Gory Conflict. 


The Chiticago City Railway company and a 
big Crowd of newsboys clashed yesterday 
ever the rule excluding newsboys and the 


See ee “AS-YOU-eR- , 
ter“ ours of the Cottage Grove avenue and 
Indies avenue lines. The clash resulted in 


@ near - riot late in the afternoon at Wabash 
avenue end Madison street. 

Por more than an hour during the going 
home rush period the melee shifted back 
and forth between Washington and Monroe 
streets, the center of strife being at Madison 
street. Tho contending parties on the one 
hand were the conductors and specially pro- 
vided strong men, seconded by the police, 
and on the other hand nearly a hundred 
newsboys, supported by their more husky 
„pale. 

Attack on the Company's Rules. 

The company announced several days ago 
that newsboys would not be permitted to sell 
papers in pay-as-you-enter cars after 
March 16, and the boys planned an organized 
attack upon the enforcement of the order. 
Promptly at 5 o'clock, the beginning of the 
rush hour period, a hundred newsboys under 
the leadership of circulation agents of aft- 
ernoon newspapers appeared at the selected 
corner and the raid began. 

As each car halted a score of newsboyr 
rushed for the entrances. The traction com- 
pany evidently had heard of the plot, for 
upon the rear of each car to assist in repel- 
ling the invaders were one or two husky men. 
For the newsboys there was no distinction 
between the pay-as-you-enter entrance and 
the get in if you can exit. Both means of 
entrance into the cars were stormed impar- 
tially, and sometimes successfully. 

Vice President Hamilton. of the company 
hovered on the outskirts of the crowd which 
gathered. Superintendent of Traction W. M. 
Weatherwax got actively into the mixup, 
boarded the cars, and took a hand in ejecting 
the boys who sifpped in with the rush of 
Passengers pest the conductors and the 
guards. 

Vice President Hamilton telephoned for the 
police of central station, and a detail was 
sent over to keep the cars moving.” 


Four Youngsters Are Arrested. 

With the arrival of several policemen the 
trouble increased. Slugging and kicking 
were resorted to, police clubs and batons were 
twirled indiscriminately, and there were 
pell mell rushes back and forth through the 
crowds on the sidewalks, which viewed the 
contest with interest. Urged on by their 
leaders, the newsboys made more deter- 
mined and vicious aseaults upon the cars. 

A patrol wagon appeared upon the scene 
and four newsboys—Morris Klein, Ira Lange, 
Victor ussell, and John Olsen—were ar- 
rested and taken to the Harrison street police 
station, where they promptly were released 
on bonds signed by agents of newspapers. 
The Klein lad was kicked from a car and 
hurt by Special Policeman Watson. Both 
were taken to the station, but Watson was 
allowed to go after he had signed a com- 
plalnt against.the newsboy. 

Work Disliked by Policemen. 

The policemen diun’t like the work and 
admitted it. So when the newsbors were 
called off shortly after 6 o'clock the retreat 
was welcome, although assurance was re- 


ceived that the contest will be continued 


today. 

Assistant Chief Schuettler said he had not 
heard of the trouble, and, anyway, the 
proposition would be “up to” Inspector 
Lavin for solution. Inspector Lavin hadn’t 
issued any spécial orders to his traffic squad, 
so he guessed the men had proceeded oh 
their own initiative. That was the report 
of the police force in the matter.

NARROW ESCAPE FOR MANY. 


Though Fire Follows Gas Explosion, | 


Not One Passenger on Blue Island 
Train Receives Injury. 


Though the two ‘front cars of an Dlinois 
Central suburban train left the tracks at 
Seventy-sixth street and one car caught fire, 
following the explosion of a gas pipe, ‘ot 
one of the sixty passengers was severely 
injured. All were shaken up, however, and 
seemed for a time on the verge of panic. 

The train left the eity at 5:15 o'clock in 
charge of Conductor James Anderson and 
Engineer William MocCrass. At Seventy- 
sixth street the brake on the first car snapped 
and catching on the frog threw the car into 
the ditch.

Firemen quickly ex- 
tinguished the flames and trainmen caimed 
the passengers. 

“Tf the accident had occurred a block 
farther south, when the train would have 
been moving rapidly, said an official of the 
company, there might have been a dif- 
ferent result.“

Just how Mrs) Woods mounted to the top 
of the elevated structure of the Chicago, 
Rock Jeland and Pacific rajlroadat that point 
is not khown, but the police believe she con- 
templated suicide. The tracks are almost at 
the function of the Air line road, and En- 
gineer Frank Dowling was unable to stop 
his train in time to avoid striking her.

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AGITATOR IS DENOUNCED. 


Executive Praises Orderly Re- 
form as Fit Task for True 
„Americans.“ 


New York, March F. — Irish valor, beauty, 
and wit were tonight the inspiration of the 
Friendly Sons of St. Patrick, and these vir- 
tues were éxtolled in prose and verse by 
Secretary Taft and Gov. Hughes, who were 
guests of the Sons. 

The dinner, the most sumptuous loca! affair 
in honor of Ireland's patron saint, was at 
Delmonico’s, and 500 persons were present. 
Stephen Farrelly, president of the society, 
presided, and among those at table with him 
were Archbishop Farley, Bishop Potter, Jus- 
tice Victor J. Dowling, Augustus Thomas, 
Former Justice Morgan J. O'Brien, Gen. F. 
D. Grant, and the presidents of a half dozen 
patriotic societies, 

Gov: Hughes, having previously attended a 
reception in his honor, was a little late, and 
the dinner was under way when he arrived at 
Delmonico's. As he entered a cheer was 
raised, and the applause became general 
throughout the room as he moved towards 
the speakers’ table. As he neared his seat 
at the left of the toastmaster, Secretary Taft, 
who was seated at Mr. Farrelly's right. 
arose, and the secretary and the governor 
clasped hands. They stood so for a moment 
and then. age though there was something 
humorous in the situation, both laughed 
In a moment the banquet hall was in an up- 
roar with laughter and mingled cheers for 
Secretary Taft and Gov. Hughes. i. 


_ Cheers Last Three Minutes. 

As Secretary Taft arose to speak he was 
received with cheers which were followed by 
three cheers. He spoke to the toast The 
United States, and politics had no part in the 
speech, which bubbled over with good hu- 
mored praise of the Irish race. 

Declaring that he, too, had kissed the blar- 
ney stone, the secretary resorted to the poems 
of Kipling and John Boyle O'Reilly to ex- 
press the achievements of the Irish race and 
set forth his impressions of the Emerald Isle. 
its beauty and its beauties, in the lines of 
“The Shandon Bells,“ and Samuel Lover's 
“Sweet Peggy. 

Without dwelling upon the present polit- 
ical aspect of the. relations between Ireland 
and the British government,“ the secretary 
said, “ it will not be regarded by Englishmen 
as even invidious to say that the history 
of Ireland from the time of the Norman con- 
quest to the Catholic emancipation in 1832 
is a record with but few intervals of mis- 
government, intolerance, selfish exploiia- 
tion and confiscation on the one hand and of 
misery and squalor on the other. The hnis- 
tory of Ireland is a sad one from beginning 
to end. but running through it all is the per- 
sistence of the qualities of her sons and 
daughters that continues to make them most 
attractice and interesting.” 


Hughes Longs for Taft’s Picture. 

Another demonstration greeted Gov.

WITNESS TELLS OF OIL TRUST 
CRUSHING HIM IN EARLY DAYS. 


Independent Refiner Testifies to Fights 
with Guns and Rocks for Pipe Line 


Rights of Way. 


Cleveland, O., March 17.—Hand to hand 
fights—where stones, coal, hot water, and 
guns were used—between the independents 
and the Standard Ou company’s forces, in 
early days of the oil industry, for possession 
of rights of way for pipe lines, were told of 
today by Lewis Emery Jr. of Bradford, Pa., 
in the government’s ouster suit against the 
Standard. 

Emery said he entered the oil business in 
1865. He recounted the days of the strug- 
gling refiners before the advent of the Stand- 
ard in 1875, and declared that competition 
ceased ct that time. 

Emery related in detail his fight for the 
oll trade, both in the United States and in 
Germany. In some instances, he said, he 
won the contest and in others met defeat. 
In Philadelphia he had a refinery. He said 
he finally wae forced to sacrifice it to the 
Standard. 

He conducted a retail business there also, 
but met opposition he could not withstand, 
he testified, although he spent a large sum 
of money and sold olb as low as 2% cents a 
gallon. 

He stated that one of hie pipe lines, near 
Bradford, Pa., was made unprofitable owing 
to the Standard Oil company offering a pre- 
mium of 10 cents a barrel upon crude oll. 


FIRES ON CROWD; KILLS ONE, 
WOUNDS ANOTHER AND SELF. 


Cleveland Youth Causes Panic in Res- 
taurant When He Shoots at Every 
body—Cause Unknown. 


Cleveland, O., March 17.—William Krueger, 
aged 21. opened fire upon a crowd of men and 
women in a restaurant tonight and instantly 
killed Edward Draudt, 40 years old, severely 
wounded James Barr, and then attempted to 
commit suicide.

Local Democrats Tell Troubles.

Millard F. Dunlap of Jacksonville, the old 
time friend of the Nebraskan, who wants 
Mr. Sullivan's place as national committee 
man and who is able almost invariably to 
make trouble when he gets the ear of the 
candidate, was with him.

Saloon Issue a Factor. 

Furthermore, they had an acute phase of 
the municipal ownership issue before them 
and an active campaign of votes was under 
way. This year in anticipation of the sub- 
mission of the question of Sunday closing the 
United societies have worked for a heavy 
registration. 

The activities of this organization and the 
desire of voters to qualify for the primary 
election in August are ee tor much 
of the new registration. 

Thousands of the names will come oft the 
books on revision, but the enrollment of over 
64,000 men is taken to indicate an active in- 
terest in local political conditions. 

New Registration by Wards. 

The new registration by wards, with the 
revised totals of August, 1907, and the total 
on the books at present, before revision, is 
given in another column. 


In the First ward there was the 3 ö 


big registration which precedes an election in 
which either Coughlin or Kenna is personally 
interested. It is Coughlin this time and the 
efforts of Ald. John are largely responsible 
for the 8,546 names enrolled. That is the 
safest assumption, although it is to be re- 
membered that there is a hard primary fight 


coming between two republican factions and

Ald. John's constituents are in the ward in 
full force at this time in the year, owing to 
the suspension of lake traffic and the lack 
of work in the fields and on the railroads.

That tea and coffee are worse for children 
than beer and that the teachers in the Chi- 
cago public schools are not qualified to teach 
Physiology as required by state law because 
they are too ignorant were the startling 
statements made by Dr. Leila E. Whitehead, 
@ teacher in the Nash public school, at yes- 
terday afternoon's seasion of the spring in- 
stitute of the W. C. T. U. 

Dr. Whitehead was not on the program. A 
question box is opened each day and all un- 
certainties are cleared up by experts. Mrs. 
Ama M. Wheeler was the official anewerer 
yesterday, but when she read one question 
she opened the question tor digcussion.”’ 

This the Opening Wedge. 

The question was: 

Why do mothers, members of the W. C. T. U. 
work for a law which provides for the teaching 
of the effects of narcotics in the public schools 
and then after their children have been taught 
the truth under it undermine their faith in whet 
they have learned by giving them tea and coffee at 


home when they have been taught that tea and 
coffee are just as truly narcotics as liquor or 
tobacco? 

“The effect of coffee and liquor on chil- 
dren ie terrible, said Dr. Whitehead when 
the question was opened. Before I have 
had charge of @ room six weeks I can pick 
out every child that uses tea or coffee. The 
effect of the stimulation on their sensitive, 
growing bodies is unbelievably bad. Tea 
and coffee and staying up late at night make 
all our bad children. I have never known a 
refractory child who did not use either tea 
or coffee or stay up late at night. One of 
the greatest specialists in children’s diseases 
in the city has told me he would rather give 
his children beer three times a day than give 
them tea or coffee. 


Because They Study Froge? 

Dr. Whitehead then went after the methods 
of teaching physiology in the Chicago Nor- 
mal school in a way which brought storms 
of applause from her auditors. 

“'The reason that some people are able to 
show apparent instances of scientific tem- 
perance instruction failing to instruct is that 
many of our teachers are not competent to 
teach it,“ she said. ‘ They never have been 
properly taught the subject themselves. At 
the Chicago Normal school the students 
spend days studying frogs’ legs, but nothing 
about their own. 

“Teachers are trained to teach mathe- 
matics, history, geography, and many other 
subjects, but for this most vital of all sub- 
jects there has been almost no provision 
made at the Chicago Normal school. 

One of the arguments against temperance 
instruction is that the children are shown 
disgusting charts. It makes me disgusted 
to hear say such silly things. There 
is nothing disgusting about seeing the human 
“es Whitehead then gave some statistics 
about the ignorance of the law which she 
had found among the thirty-two teachers in 
her school and sat down. 


He Sells Corn at a Bargain. 

Mre. W. C. H. Keough spoke in favor of 
an aggressive movement to provide for the 
moral and economic instruction of children 
on the effects of the liquor traffic. She 
illustrated her address with a model lesson 
in which the child is told of the economic 
cycle of corn and whisky. In this lesson the 
child was told how for two hours’ work the 
farmer obtained @ bushel of corn which he 
sold for 80 cents. He was then imagined 
as wickedly buying two drinks of whisky. 
Mrs. Keough figured that in the meantime 
the government, the distiller, and the re- 
taller had made $46 out of the corn.

He has failed to appear, said the cap- 
tain last evening, but he will have to make 
an explanation. He understood well enough 
that Miss Goldman was not to speak in that 
Hall.“ 

The explanation made in a round about 
way to the police was that Hepner’s son 
had rented the hall to the anarchists on 
the understanding that a social was to be 
held. This did not satisfy Capt. Mahoney. 


Goldman Won’t File Charges. 

Miss Goldman announced that she would 
not file charges against Capt. Mahoney for 
using violence in preventing her from exer- 
cising what she considers her constitutional 
right to speak. 

Other people, not anarchists, are prepar- 
ing to take legal steps, however, declared 
William Nathanson at his residence, 624 
Twelfth street, where Miss Goldman is vielt- 
ing him and Dr. R. Miriam Yampolsky. “ As- 
sistant Chief Schuettier admitted that Miss 
Goldman had a constitutional right to 
speak,’’ he continued, and said that if she 
did not indulge in inflammatory talk he would 
not stop her. ;

nances of a municipality, be also offensive 
against the city, town, or village in whose 
corporate limits the offense may have been 
committed, to the same extent as though 
such offenses were made offenses against the 
city, town, or village by separate ordinance 
in each case; and, upon conviction thereof, 
the same punishment shall be imposed by the 
city, town, or village as is provided by the 
laws of the state with regard to such offenses 
ageinst the state in cases of maximum pen- 
alty which may be imposed by the municipal 
corporation.“ 

In this way there fs a double penalty pro- 
vided. The Italian laborer or the unfortu- 
nate negro is convicted, first of all, under the 
laws of the state. Then he is convicted in 
the same way, at the same time, by the city 
ordinance, although the city ordinance is 
only introduced as a part of the state law. 

It is an extraordinary thing that persons 
like Representative Humphrey of Mississippi 
and Mr. John Sharp Willams of the same 
state should defend: the remarkable laws 
which still disgrace the statute books of that 
commonwealth. 


Vardaman Bares Crimes of Laws. 
Gov. Vardaman of Mississippi never. has 
been accused of being a person who is any 
way in sympathy with northern prejudice. 
It was Gov. Vardaman, however, in his last 
message to the Mississippi legisiature, who 
said: 
„One of the necessary reforms that should 
be made in our penal system is the care of 


disposition of county convicts. 

No convict should be worked, under a con- 
tract or on public works. at sawmills and on 
plantations. by men who are interested in 
the progress of the conviet's toll. 

“Some of the most atrocious and con- 
scienceless crimes that have been perpetrated 
in this state are charged to the county con- 
tractor. 

I have known of poor convicts driven to 
exhaustion or whipped to death to gratify the 
greed or anger of a consecienceless driver or 
contractor. 

The law should provide that the super- 
visors of each county should purchase the 
ground for a farm, erect upon it suitable 
buildings, and employ a keeper, which farm 
should be used for county cenvicts and the 
convicts of municipalities within that county. 


Blood of Murdered Blot on State. 
“The man who commits a crime is an ob- 
ject of pity and commiseration rather than 
of censure, and should be shielded from the 
greed, cupidity, and brutality which usually 
characterize men who hire and work them 
for profit. 

“The idea of making money out of crime 
is abhorrent and should be eliminated from 
the letter and spirit of our penal statutes. 

“Convicts should be self-supporting. I 
mean by that they should not be a burden 
upon society. ‘But after paying the cost of 
their conviction, the maintenance, and pres- 
ervation of the county farm, the profits of his 
toll should go to himself or to some one de- 
pendent upon him. 

The years and biood of hundreds of these 
unfortunate people cry out for this reform.“

Italian Nobleman and Miss Elkins, 
Who, According to Rumor, Is to Be- 
come His Bride, in Washington. 


Washington, D. C., March 17.— [Special.

D. C., March 17.—The featur 
of the closing session of the mothers’ on- 
grets was the adoption of a series ot resolu- 
tions, all of which are in the interest of pro- 
moting the welfare of the child. The most 
important of these were an appeal to the 
Yarious state legislatures to enact laws to 
promote and protect every interest of the 
child favoring the introduction of a curricu- 
lum in the pubiic schools which will prepare 
the child for parenthood; the Importance of 
making the school education fit the child for 
the practical duties of life, especially indus- 
trial training in the high schools, and to pro- 
mote coOperation between the home and 
school. 


MAIL TUBES TO BE IMPROVED? 


Chicago Company Says It Has Found 
Way to Send Sacks by Pneu- 
matic Pressure. 


Washington. D. C., March 17.—[Speclal. 
The postoffice department has received from 
-hicago a proposal for new pneumatic tube 
service, Which the parties. making the offer 
say is far superior to that use now. 

The new scheme is to Incfease the diameter 
of the tubes to two feet, permitting the trans- 
mission of mall in bags instead of in eight 
inch. packages.

Newspaper Man Before House

Washington, D. G., March 17.—( Special. )}— 
Lawrence ar of the Biectric Boat com- 
pany flatly dented before the house commit- 
tee today that he had made any promises 
to secure the influence of Speaker Cannon or 
any one else in the submarine boat campaign.

Mr. Spear 
said he had met Mr. Hobson since this con- 
versation, but no reference had been made to 
it and that their relations were still friendly. 


Newspaper Man in Denial. 


The first witness was A. E. Erly, oneofthe 
newspaper men whom Mr. Lilley said he had 
been warned against. Mr. Erly denied that 
he had ever been in the employ of the com- 
pany, but that he had distributed some art- 
icles on submarine boats to newspaper men 
for Mr. MeNeir, for which he had been paid 
$36 to cover expenses. He said he had never 
receives any further money from any one 
connected with the Electric Boat company. 
He said he had no knowledge of a newspaper 
lobby here as charged by Mr. Lilley. He said 
that as a result of Mr. Lilley’s charges he 
had lost his place with the press association 
by which he was employed. 


Denies Newspaper Lobby. 

Frank B. Lord, another of the newspaper 
men against whom Mr. Lilley said he had 
been warned, denied that he had ever been 
in the employ of the Electric Boat com- 
pany, aMhough he said he had prepared 
some feature stories for Mr. McNeir, 
which had been furnished to newspaper cor- 
respondents and published. but in none of 
the papers represented by him. He denied 
that he belonged to a newspaper lobby. 

Regarding an interview which he said he 
had had with Mr. Lilley, in which charges 
were made against Representatives Sher- 
man, Griggs, and others, and which Mr. 
Lilley had repudiated, Mr. Lord said the in- 
terview was absolutely correct, 

“In that dental,“ continued Mr. Lord,

tered.every word that wae printed.” 

Test of Submarine Boat. 

Bridgeport, Conn., March 17.—A special test 
of the submarine boat Lake was held in Long 
Island sound, three miles off the mouth of 
Black Rock Harbor, today, under the direc- 
tion of a special naval board, the ohject of the 
test being to demonstrate the abiiity of the 
craft to maintain an even keel. The party 
on board numbered thirteen. The boat was 
submerged, and was driven ahead in thirty 
feet of water for thirty minutes. Two men 
were kept constantly walking up and down 
the boat during this time. There were sub- 
mergence tests at thirty, twenty, and ten 
feet, and at the first named depth the sub- 
mergence and rise was made in 2:28. 


SHIP HAS NARROW ESCAPE 
FROM METEOR FALLING AT SEA 


Master and Crew of Ocean on Reaching 
Philadelphia Tell of Unusual! Experi- 
ence Which Befell Them. 


Philadelphia, Pa, March 17.—[{Special.}— 
Barely escaping a descending meteor weigh- 
ing many tons, the Dutch steamer Ocean, 
which arrived in this port today, was almost 
enveloped by the huge waves following the 
disappearance of the body into the sea. 

The captain and crew of the vessel report 
that the descent of the meteor was accom- 
panied and followed by most extraordinary 
phenomena. 

Immediately after the body struck the sea 
the impact, according to Capt. Benkert and 
his crew, caused huge waves to sweep over 
the vessel. After the sea settled again the 
atmosphere became filled with a suffocating 
gas so strong that the crew had to remain 
on deck. 

The deck was covered with a pecullar 
brownish powder. Then followed, according 
to Capt. Benkert, the most remarkable sight 
of all. A shower of blasing meteors began 
to fall about the vessel, the phenomenon 
lasting several minutes. 

The sea about the vessel became phosphor- 
escent, and as far as eye could see, the men 
on board the Ocean say, dazzling clouds of 
every color danced about. 

The meteor's fall, according to the log of 
the Ocean, was witnessed at 3a. m., March

Mr. Crozier several times reminded the 
committee that the legislature, as well as 
the governor, is under a constitutional oath 
to suppress gambling in any form, in Wall 
street as well as elsewhere. 


Crozier Tells Game’s Evils. 


The real reason I come to participate in 
this hearing.“ sald Mr. Crozier, ‘‘ is to em- 
phasize the fact that the question of stock 
gambling concerns the citizenship of other 
states almost equally with those of this state. 
This is conclusively established by tue monu- 
ments everywhere seen throughout the land 
of wrecked fortunes, blasted hopes, and 
ruined homes, all destroyed because of the 
existence of the New York stock exchange 
and the character of its business. 

“If more proof is desired I point to prison 
cells tenanted by American citizens who to- 
day would be honored, and respected, and 
useful but for the lawless lure of your gam- 
bling game cloaked with the deceptive garb 
of business respectability. Andto thousands 
of graves scattered throughout every state 
prematurely filled by suicides and the victims 
of murders and by those driven to death by 
fear and disappointment as the direct, known 
result of the wicked machinations of Wall 
street and its gambling practices. 

It is claimed that more than 90 per cent 
of the deals on the New York stock exchange 
are purely gambling traneactions—members 
of that exchange have so stated to me; that 
a large portion are ‘ wash sales,’ intended to 
deceive the public; that the gambling busi- 
ness of Wall street is estimated at $30,000,- 
000,000 annually—four times the value of the 
crops of the entire United States; that, in 
addition to ultimately losing all money put 
up as margins, the victims are charged by 
the brokers about 200,000,000 each year as 
commissions and interest for the privilege 
of being deliberately fleeced. Because this 
ruinous burden falls upon the entjre coun- 
try, every estate is interested in correction 
of this huge evil. 


Legal Trade Will Be Unhurt. 

“The stock exchange is a useful institu- 
tion. It must be preserved. But it is inviting 
destruction by its lawless and brazen meth- 
ods.. No one desires to harm the legitimate 
business of Wall street, but the American 
people at last are resolved to utterly roy 
its dangerous and harmful practices and 
powers. 

“ A few days ago the secretary of the New 
York stock exchange publicly stated that 
no gambling business was done, that all pur- 
chases were delivered. This bold statement 
shows how little Wall street realizes the 
rising temper of the country or its intelli- 
gence. Such talk is as senseless as was the 
act of the emperor who fiddled while Rome 
burned.”’ 7

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PINCKNEY WHYTE DEAD AT 84 


Maryland Senator Succumbs to 
Erysipelas in Baltimore. 


OFT HONORED BY HIS STATE. 


Aged Solon Held Nearly Every Office 
in Commonwealth’s Gift. 


Baltimore, Md.; March 17:;—United States 
Senator Wiliam Pinckney Whyte died at 
his home here tonight. He was taken Ill in 
Washington last Thursday. He hurried 
home and erysipelas developed. He sank 
rapidly and death came at 7:06 o'clock this 
evening. 

Senator Whyte had been in public life since 
4847. He was born in this city Aug. 9, 1824. 
his political career began with his election 
as delegate to the legislature of 1847-48. 
after which he held nearly every office in the 
gift of the people of his state. 


Twice Appointed to Senate. 


He was state controller in 1888-88 and ran 
for congress ih 1857, but was defeated. He 
was a delegate to the national convention of 
1868 and the same year was appointed United 
States senator to fil) the unexpired term of 
Reverdy Johnson upon the latter's appoint- 
ment as minister to Great Britain. . 

He was governor of Maryland in 1871-'74 
and im the following year was elected United 
States senator. He became mayor of Balti- 
more in 1881 and attorney general of Mary- 
land in 1887. 

Mr. Whyte was chairman of the commis- 
sion which framed the new charter for this 
city. In 1900 he became city solicitor. Gov. 
Warfield appointed him United States sen- 
ator in 1906 to fill the unexpired term of Sen- 
ator Gorman. The legislature subsequently 
elected him Senator Gorman’s successor. 


Voted Against Fifteenth Amendment, 


During his second term in the United States 
senate he was a member of the joint commit- 
tee appointed to prepare 4 suitable form of 
government for the District of Columbia, and 
he wrote the bill that resulted in the present 
organization. He was the last survivor of 
the senators who voted against the fifteenth 
amendment. 


OBITUARY. 


THOMAS M. DOOLEY, secretary of the 
United Association of Plumbers, Gasfitters, 
Steamfitters, and Steamfitters’ Helpers, died 
yesterday at Grace hospital following an op- 
eration for appendicitis. Mr. Dooley was 
well known in lebor circles. He became sec- 
retary of the association two years ago, 
prior to which time he was national or- 
ganizer. A widow and two children survive 
him. He resided at 1479 West Congress 
street. The body will be sent to Cincinnati 
this evening for burial. 

CAPT. M. W. PHALEN, a resident of Chi- 
cago for forty years, died at his home, 1580 
Kenmore avenue, Saturday, and was buried 
in Calvary cemetery Monday.

Fellow Houseboat Dwellers Declare He 
Was Not Criminal. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Quincy, Ill., March 17.—[Speciel. IA dingy 
houseboat on the Mississippi has become 
the basis of psychological study ‘which may 
dispel.the mystery surrounding the death 
of William Hamlin in “the solitary” at 
Pontiac reformatory Christmas night. 

Under the flickering light of lanterns the 
members of the legislative investigating 
committee tonight inspected the craft which, 
as the home of the boy, is declared to have 
contributed to his downfall. After listening 
to three physicians today, all of whom sald 
it would have been impdssibie for the lad to 
have injuted himself as claimed by the re- 
formasory officials, the committee went back 
to Hamlin's dying statement. 

It was said that Hamlin, “a lifelong crim- 
mal, was not “a competent witness, and 
that his veracity could not be taken for 
granted, 

“But my boy was asi a criminal,” de- 
clared Mrs. Hamlin in her testimony. “ He 
had as good a home as any boy in Quincy, 
even if he did live in a houseboat. If you 
men would look at it you could see that what 
I say is true.” 


Not Criminal, Boatmen Say. 
So the committee clambered down the 
bluffs of the river, over the rail tracks, 
and through coal cars, and at last found 
themselves in the mud at the banks of the 
river. 

Dome of the boatmen were routed out 
of thelr improvised homes and were asked 
about young Hamlin. They declared as 
zone that the youth had not been a criminal, 
but was “ unfortunate.” 

The three physicians who declare the story 
of witnesses who said Hamiin committed 
suicide in his cell could not be true are Drs. 
W. A. Miller, George’ W. Birch, and A. M. 
Meyer, city physician of Quincy. They made 
the statement in reply toa hypothetical. ques- | 
tion in which Chairman John W. Hill of the 
investigating committee embodied a descrip- 
tion of the solitary,” its size, and the man- 
ner in which Hamlin had been chained up. 


Jump Couldn’t Have Broken Back. 

Now,“ asked Mr. Hill, do you believe 
that a man could jump down in the manner 
described and break his back in three places? 

Impossible,“ replied Dr. Meyer. 

“Upon what do you base your belief?” 
asked Mr. Hill. 

I have manipulated a skeleton in my office 
in every way possible. I have permitted it 
to falf and watched the effect upon the back- 
bone, and feel certain a man could not fall 
either on the hands and knees, on his head, 
or on his back and break the spine as chown,“ 
wae the response of the physician. 

Then Mr. Hill drew from a satchel a jar 
containing the spinal colum of the dead boy. 
The physicians examined it and identified 
two distinct fractures in the spine. They re- 
peated their assertions that such a fall could 
not have resulted in these injuries. Hamlin's 
dying statement was that he had been kicked 
by guards after his fall in the solitary.”

Lesson to University Fac- 
ulty at Convoeation. 


DEFINES DONORS’ RIGHTS. 


Says They Have Moral Right to 
Say How Money Shall 


Sensationali¢m in eS and pro- 
fessors with a novelty of theme or state- 
ment were scored yesterday by Andrew 
Bloan Draper, commissioner of education 
for the state of New York, formerly presi- 
dent of the University of Illinois, in an ad- 
dress before the professors and graduating 
students of the University of Chicago. 

Dr. Draper, who was the convocation ora- 
tor at the sixty-sixth graduating exercises 
of the university; drove home his impressive 
statements upon faculty members who have 
a tendency toward publicity by declaring 
they are nt to the traditions, the 
philosophic and the moral sense” of 
their institution. 

The speaker also took occasion to point 
out that the university's. benefactor in a 
financial way had more than a mere right to 
give: his money. He seid the donor had a 
moral right to say in what way it should te 
used. 


Sensationalism Belongs Outside. 

“ Sensationalism has no rights of any kind 
in a university,” he said. Yet we must 
have learned that it is not to be kept out 
by the saying. Novelty of theme or state- 
ment, suited to exploitation and to personal 
notoriety are as repugnant to the traditions, 
the philosophic basis, the moral sense, and 
the freedom of a untversity as illiteracy is a 
menace to government in a democratic state, 
or as greed is repugnant to fellowship in a 
philanthropie gulld. 

One cannot be allowed to propagate his 
vagaries upon the time and in the name of 
the wniversity that would like to be thought 


professor of myths and ghosts he ought to 
go out into the woods and sit on a log and 
pursue his inquiries on his own time and 
in the most appropriate place. 

Everything lacking complete intellectual 
sanity and sincerity is not only without the 
bounds of the academic privilege, but it is 
a menace to academic freedom.“ 


Rights of the Benefactor. 

Speaking of the righte of the benefactor, 
Dr. Draper said: 

President Hyde of Bowdoin, in one of the 
best magazine’ articles to be found in the 
Nterature of this subject, sounde one note 
that seems to me discordant. Speaking of the 
donor, he says: He may give or he may not 
give. After he has given he has no rights.’ 
For once I think a president's foot slipped. 
I can hardly think that he meant to say that 
a man with millions, which he can never use 
except by giving, te quite as free not to give 
as he ie free to give: and I hesitate not a 
moment in saying that after one has given, 
his rights to che realization of his expecta- 
tions are as fixed ag law and as wacred as 
honor can make them.

Nelson and Dunn denied they bad at- 
tempted to induce Brophy to wager money on 
a wrestling match and said they were going 
to South Bend to look up some real estate. 

Dunn said he lives at 60380 Langley avenue.

THE RIGHT OF ASYLUM. 

A few months ago a Haytien general 
got up a revolution. It failed, and he took 
refuge in a foreign consulate. That is 
permissible in Hayti and in Central and 
South American states, where revolutions 
are not infrequent. It saves life now and 
then. In 1891 the Chilean government 
was most anxious to get hold of Bal- 
maceda and some of his adherents who 
had taken refuge with Minister Egan, 
but while it tried to prevent their escape 
it did not demand their surrender. 

It is said, however, that this Haytian 
general while enjoying the safety and 
seclusion of @ foreign consulate has kept 
on conspiring against the government he 
was unavle to overthrow. That is a 
manifest abuse of the right of asylum. 
He ought to have got out of the country 
as soon as he could and do his conspiring 
on foreign soil. Naturally the Haytian 
government objects to the conduct of the 
consul and threatens to put an end at 
some future time to the right of asylum. 
What it may do in the future is not a 
matter of present concern, but if it were 
to demand the surrender of the refugees 
now in the consulates and attempt to take 
them by foree if not surrendered then 
there would, indeed, be trouble, It would 
make no difference whether the French 
or American government were concerned. 

While the president of Hayti may be 
anxious to get hold of the men in the 
consulates who have been plotting against 
him so that they may be stood up against 
a wall and shot at, he knows that he can- 
not safely defy more powerful states. He 
knows also that the man who is presi- 
dent this year may be a rebel and a ref- 
ugee next year and may find his only ref- 
uge in a consulate. He might not deem 
it expedient to deprive such places of their 
privileges, even if it were possible to do 
so. Those privileges should last in such 
countries as Hayti until they have be- 
come a little more civilized. 

If any consul has gone too far in the 
matter of harboring revolutionists—has 
been giving aid and comfort to the enemy 
—the Haytian authorities should lay the 
facts before his government and it will 
discipline him. No foreign government 
will permit its ministers or consuls to 
foment revolution, though it approves of 
their sheltering men who happen to be 
on the losing side in a revolution in the 
revolutionary countries of this hem- 
isphere. 8 


A PAINED PROTEST. 


— — 


In that grave and reverend assembly, 


the senate of the United States, an august 
member arose day before yesterday and 
made his solenin protest against the presi- 
dent's “scolding messages and inflamma- 
tory speeches appealing to the unthinking 
and ignorant masses.” 

From any other than Senator Tillman 
this rebuke might be passed over by the 
president and by the American people 
as the utterance of purblind partisanshi 
or mere venomous personal enmity. But 
when Senator Tillman is shocked by the 
presidential violence out of his accus- 
tomed restraint, when that pellucid foun- 
tain which is the spirit of Senator Tin 
man and the source of all his statesman- 
ship is troubled by the presidential rever- 
berations, then is it time for the republic 
to tremble. 

There is no doubt about the reluc- 
tance with which such a man as Senator 
Tillman permitted himself the use of such 
an adjective as “ inflammatory,” and there 
is even less doubt of his shrinking dis- 
like of any reference to the “ unthinking 
and ignorant masses.” Down in South 
Carolina Senator Tillman is known for his 
reliance upon the support of the thinking 
and understanding classes. 

Senator Tillman’a rebuke is made not- 
able therefore because it carries with it 
all the weight of an example of serene, 
considerate, modest public service. “Sweet- 
ness and light” is the Tillman motto and 
likewise “ moderation in all things.” 

Only one of Senator Tillman’s col- 
leagues could so forcefully and justly 
bring such an indictment against the 
president. He is, of course, Senator Jeff 
Davis of Arkansas.

One Saturday of last month he was in per- 
fect health, and, spending the afternoon with 
some foreign friends, happened to mention 
to them that he had brought on the previous 
day something to the knowledge of the sultan 
which the latter should have have known, 
and which had been kept from him. 

Perhaps these friends were indiscreet. He 
reached home at about 7, dined with some 
other friends, still in perfect health, and 
then, after attending to some official corre- 
spondence, took, as was his habit before re- 
tiring, a glass of water from a pitcher or 
decanter which was always placed for the 
purpose in his library. 

Within a few minutes after swallowing it 
he was seized with agonizing pains, rung 
for hie servant, but before the latter had 
time to summon medical assistance he was 
dead. 

There was no inquest. There never is in 
Turkey, where it is considered contrary to 
the laws of the Koran. Otherwise the au- 
topsy would have probably revealed the fact 
that, like so many others who have run 
counter to the intrigues of the palace gang, 
or who have constituted an obstacle to their 
dishonest maneuvers, he had succumbed to 
poison,

Long indeed is the list, including as it does 
the names of Admiral Shukri Pasha, Abed- 
din Pasha, who, after having been governor 
of Rhodes, was seelcted for the office of 
grand vizier; Ibrahim Pasha, master of the 
ceremonies; Sa'adedin Pasha, a gallant vet- 
eran of the Russian war and director gen- 
eral of military accounts, etc. 

An attempt has been made to ascribe the 
death of Nouri Pasha to the sultan him- 
self. But there is no ground for this be- 
lief. The Padishah had great confidence 
in Nouri’s honesty and loyalty, and always 
manifested this, save at the time of the 
flight of the pasha's daughters. 

It was, in fact, precisely because Nouri 
was trusted and listened to by the com- 
mander of the faithful thät certain elements 
at the palace found it necessary for their 
own safety and for the success of their own 
undertakings that he should be removed, 
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Last year the investiture of Lord Castle 
town as a knight of the Order of St. Patrick 
had to be indefinitely postponed in conse- 
quence of the mysterious disappearance, 
not only of the insignia with which he was to 
be invested but also of the insignia of the 
grand master. 

As Lord Castletown was at length invested 
the other day, with much pomp and cere- 
mony, at Dublin castle by the lord lieutenant 
of Ireland, as a member of the Order of St. 
Patrick, many people naturally assumed that 
the missing insignia had been recovered. 

This, however, is not the case, and it may 
be just as well to explain that the insignia 
solemnly bestowed upon Lord Castletown 
by the viceroy in the name of the king were 
merely loaned for the occasion by Lord 
Rosse, who is a knight of the order and who 
was prevented by sickness from attending 
the chapter of investiture. 

Moreover, for the first time in the annals 
of the order the grand master performed 
the ceremony of investiture without himself 
being arrayed in the jeweled insignia of 
grand master. 

Lord Castletown is well known on this side 
of the Atlantic, especially in the northwest, 
and has spent season after season in the 
Rocky mountains in pursuit of big game. 


— 


He is chancellor of the University of Ire- 
land, president of the Irish Forestry society, 
has directed the meetings of several Celtic 
congresses, and is descended from Barnaby 
Fitzpatrick, the whipping boy of Edward VI. 

rnaby was a son of the last king of 
Ossory, who was compelled to give his boy 
into the custody of King Henry VIII. as a 
hostage for his own good conduct.

Dealers’ Association and a Committee 
from Union Will Confer Today in Re- 
gard to Wage Scale. 


A joint conference between the Illinois 
Milk Dealers’ association and a committee of 
the milk drivers’ union will be weld today-to 
consider the demand for an increase of $a 
week made by the drivers. . 

The present scale of $16 a week for drivers 
on retail wagons and $17.60 for the wholesale 
trade expires on April 1. 

Gecretary William A. Neer of the drivers’ 
union said yesterday there is every reason to 
believe that the present controversy as to 
wages will be settled amicably. 

We do not look for a strike of milk wagon 
drivers,’ said he. The employers have sig- 
nified their willingness to meet us in confer- 
ence and there is every reason to believe the 
matter will be adjusted satisfactorily to both 
sides before April 1.“ 


FACTIONAL FIGHT CAUSES STRIKE 

St. Louis, Mo., March 17.—The 8,500 union- 
ized employés in the St. Louis breweries were 
notified to strike as the result of a factional 
quarrel in Beer Drivers’ local No. 43. The 
call was issued. by officials of the Interna- 
tional United Brewery Workers of América 
after a fruitless conference with the repre- 
sentatives of the breweries. 


May Evade Big Mine Strike. 
Indianapolis, Ind,, March 17.—The scale 
committee of the United Mine Workers’ as- 
sociation devoted the greater part of itstime 
today to considering propositions to permit 
signing a scale individually or by districts. 


This policy. if adopted, will mean that there 


will be no prolonged national strike covering 
all the soft coal flelds, as these outlying dis- 
tricts and fields will probably not have much 
trouble in reaching agreements.

AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. 


To be included among the series of The 
Connoigseur’s Library, the general editor of 
which is Cyril Davenport, is probably more 
honor to a book and its author than to receive 
complimentary critical mention. However, 
the former honor is in a measure a guarantee 
that the book is entitled to the latter also. 
The series has been planned théughtfully, 
the subjects chosen advisedly, and the au- 
thors selected with discretion. 

The volume at hand. SEALS,” by Walter 
De Gray Birch, consists of an extensive his- 
tory of church, state, private and miscellane- 
ous seals, from the earliest biblical times to 
the present. There arg photogravures of 
several hundred seals, dovering this ent 
period, and Mr. Birch given a detail 
description of nearly all of them, supplement- 
ing individual mention by connected discus- 
sions on the national development of seal 
manufacture. A large proportion of space 
is given to the seals of medieval and modern 
England, Scotland, and Wales, lengthy 
chapters being devoted to such subjects 
as Some Equestrian Seals, and Seals of 
Noble Ladies of England and Wales, and 
„Colonial and Company Seals.“ Indeed, if 
any fault were to be found it would be in the 
author's selection of material, in that too 
much space has been given the English mate- 
rial in comparison to that accorded that of 
the eastern and the other Buropean coun- 
tries. 8 

The following paragraph epitomizes the 
author’s spirt and style, the superior char- 
acter of both of which entitles him to a hear- 
ing: 

„It is no new thing to declare that the im- 
portance of seals does not yield to the im- 
portance of any other object of past value. 
; Exploration, comparison, and con- 
trast, all exert influence on the student; but 
the seal, portable, abounding in detail, not 
difficult of acquisition, nor hard to read if we 
set about deciphering the story it has to tell, 
practically within the reach of every one of 
us, takes us back, as we look upon it, to the 
time of its making, and sets us, as it were, 
face to face with the actual owner of the 
relic, and in the language of the classical au- 
thor, we may even fancy that we are living 
in the times illustrated by the objects we ard 
examining.”’ 

The student, the collector, or the general 
reader, who cares to be a seal connoisseur $7 
worth, will find “Seals” an interesting, 
instructive, and satisfying book. (Putnam's 
Sons.) 


„ BAHAMA BILL” (L. C. Page & Co.) is 
a good title; it tells the locality and the 
monosyllable “ Bill” is expreseive of the 
type of man we are to gaze upon for the next 
300 pies. On our own western prairies the 
name immediately suggests the picture of a 
strong and hearty ranchman; in the region of 
the southern seas one might hazard a guess 
that it meant a large and strong man also, 
but one who was not careful as to the past 
he was leaving for posterity to ponder over 
and write about. The guess will prove to 
be not far wrong on reading, provided he 
who picks the book up brings to the task a 
clear mind and a superior faculty for find- 
ing the gist of the story in the midst of a be- 
wildering mass of verbiage. 

Mr. T. Jenkins Hains may call it “ fine 
writing.” But fine writing sometimes is 
perfectly clear and proposes to itself a more 
definite aim than is evident here. With a 
great deal of patience we learn from Mr. 
Hains a few things about some men who are 
wreckers around about Cuba, and who dive 
for sponges, and we are treated to a few 
sham adventures with a few startling ex- 
periences. But it ig hard to take the book 
seriously, for it was a Wandering purpose 
that directed it. We notice, however, that 
the worthy gentleman who was afraid of 
the police has miraculously saved himself 
from destruction in order to be on hand in 
case an encore is required of him. 

Looking forward to the encore as invitabie, 
we trust that next story Mr. Hains writes 
will have more\of real life and less of play 
acting than the present book.

They were two armored cruisers of the 
Cristobal Colon class and two protected 
cruisers. They were the San Martin, Buenos 
Ayres, Pueyrredon, and 9 de Julio, and they 
made a smart show, each having a bone in 
its teeth.

Cape Virgin's fine headiand came in sight 
on Friday morning, Jan. 31. It was thought

The departure of our fieet from Rio was dra- 
matic rather than spectacular. Nature took 
a hand in the snapping of the heartstrings 
and scolded and wept copiously. 

The morning had been blistering hot. Shore 
leaves had expired at b o'clock, all were 
aboard except those sent ashore to look out 
for any stragglers that had not reported 
and the mall orderlies who took off the last 
missives. 

The starting signal for the American fleet 
was given precisely at 8 o'clock. Anchors 
were aweigh on the minute. The harbor was 
so thick and black that one could scarcely 
see 1,000 yards. 

With the black smoke of the funnels of 
the ships being swept down upon the water 
an inky darkness spread itself over every- 
thing, and often it was with difficulty that 
the ship ahead at 400 yards could be made 
out clearly. 


Nature Thunders Its Salute. 


As one ship after another swung in toward 
Villegagnon and thundered her twenty-one 
good-by guns the rain descended in sheets. 

If the president was reviewing the fleet no 
one on board could see him. Rio was wiped 
out. 

The thunder peals from Sugar Loaf and 
Corcovado at times outroared those of the 
guns. 

Nature was saluting in angry tones. She 
seemed indignant that the fleet was going 
away and made no bones about saying it. 

From way back on the north where the 
majestic Organ mountains nearly pierce the 
clouds there came the roar of protest. 

Half the ships had passed Villegagnon 
when the rain became a patter suddenly and 
the veil was lifted from Rio. The water 
front was still black. The people bad stood 
there for nearly an hour in a driving rain. 
Their fluttering handkerchiefs could be seen 
plainly. 

More and more the clouds lifted and once 
or twice old Corcovado and Sugar Loaf 
peeped out as if for a fina! look. 

Then they hid their faces. Soon the entire 
American fleet could be made out in the 
murky atmosphere. At last the line became 
clear. 

Directly behind it came the line of Brazil- 
lan ships. They added their salutes to the 
noise of the day in passing Villegagnon, but 
nature had ceaged to cry out; the thunder 
was over. 
| Last Good-Bys Are Said. 

Down at the harbor entrance were launches, 
roWboats, sailing craft, ferryboats, yachts, 
and several scean going liners, all loaded 
with people. Dozens of them went outside 
with the fleet and rolled and tossed about 
while their occupants waved and shouted 
goad- bys.

NEW YORK, March 17.—[Special.)—The

the short interest. The shares which this 
class of traders sold short on Monday when 
the market began to waver were taken in 
hand near the end of the | trading and pushed 
up vigorously, so that their final quotations 
represented advances of a polnt of more over 
Monday's level. 

The influence of their rise was distributed 
generally through the list, with the result 

that the entire market bore an appearante of 
considerable strength. The volume of bust 
ness itself was much under that of the pre- 
vious day and the trading was even more 
largely professional. There was missing the 
pure liquidation which helped to depress 
prices in the preceding sesaion.. 


Factors in Day’s Market. 


In the day’s newe there was little to ex- 


plain the resumption of the forward movye- 
ment. From the Pittsburg district advices | 
Were still mixed. The Corn Products:com- 
pany directors met during the day and re- 
duced the dividend upon the pfeferred shares 
to the point where the year's disbursement 
makes up 5 per cent, against 7 per cent last 
year, the loss being due in part to falling
